From the Louisiana Purchase Expo- 


sition also came four great allegorical 
figures, two of which, the Flying- Vic- 
tory and the Genius of Architecture, 
were erected, one on each side of the 
avenue at the east end of the Court of 
History, and the other two, the Genius 
of 
sculpture 
and 
the 
Genius of 


of Music, at the west 'end. 


Each figure is surrounded by group 


columns forty feet high, heavily fes- 
tooned. Arranged on pedestals at reg- 
ular intervals on errn siilc of the' court 
are triple bamboo poles from the Phil- 
ippines. They are of a uniform height 
of fifty feet, each bears a hand paint- 
ed shield of a State or Territory of the 
Union, and from the top of each floats 
the Stars rind Stripes.

WHAT DR. WOOtSEY 


HAS TO SAY 


Dr. E. H. Woolsey, the well-knon .phy- 


sician and surgeon, has made the follow- 
ing: comment upon the death of Mrs. Jane 
Stanford in Honolulu:

"H I am elected Mayor, my chief 


and first concern will ,be: the immediate 
clearhng and improving of the streets." 


So spoke Frank K. Mott, Republi- 


can and Municipal League candidate 
for Mayor. 


"Since-my. nomiation I have been at 


some pains-to investigate the condi- 
tion 'of the streets—not only the prin- 
cipal_hlghways, but the avenues and 
alleys .In the 'less tra-veled parts of 
town—and I find 
them in a much

only a trifle above fixed running and 
incidental expenses must be changed. 
It is poor business policy to pay 
nurnber of employes to look after the 
streets and direct repairs and 
im- 


provements, and then allot them 
no 


money ,to fulfill their functions. 
The 


officials of the street department must 
be given something to do and 
.the 


money to do it with. It Is disgraceful 
for the Superintendent of Streets to 
debate whether or not a few dollars 
can be spared -to mend a broken pave- 
ment or replace a rotten crosswalk. 
Thii logic of the situation is that, a 
larger proportion of the city's revenue 
should be expended on the thorough- 
fares. 


"The street department Is inferior to 


no other department of the city gov- 
ernment, and surely the city can afford 
to keep its streets clean and In decent 
repair. If I am elected Mayor they 
will be cleaned and repaired or I will 
know the reason why. 
I propose to 


inspect the streets personally, and will 
endeavor to correct, as far as is pos- 
sible, the slipshod methods of the past. 
The street department will have to 
fet busy."

STATE LIQUOR TAX GOES 


OVER FOR TWO YEARS. 


Proposed Measure Will Be Referred 


to Commission to Report at 


the Next Legislature. 


(Special to THE TRIBUNE.) 


SACRAMENTO, 
March 
4.—There 


will be no legislation' at this session of. 
the Legislature Imposing a. license tax 
upon manufacturers and -landlers o* 
vinops and malt liquors. This depart- 
ure from the purpose of the adminis- 
tration is not due to accident. It has 
been occasioned by the abandonment 
of the idea by those who have been en- 
deavoring to carry out the purpose o* 
increasing the revenue of the State by 
the indirect tax of certain institutions 
and industries within its limits. 
The idea, however, has 
not been 


abandoned. It will be referred to m 
commission consisting cf two Senators. 
two Assemblymen and one expert, yet 
to be created who will work betwoen 
the adjournment of this and the con- 
vening of the next session of the Legis- 
lature. 
This change of front was forshadow- 


ed in this correspondence two weeks 
ago, though it was not formally Jecld- 
ed upon until this morning. 
The State license tax on liquor was 


expected to bring into.the State Treas- 
ury a sum ot money certainly not less 
than Jl,500,000 every year. The bills 
upon the subject in both houses are 
still on the flies but no effort will be 
made to pass them. 
TCiis It to be at- 


tributed to a number of things, among 
which may be mentioned the follow- 
ing: 
Opposition to the project which 


came from all sections of the State; 
inequality in the demands made upon 
people subject to the tax; and a de- 
sir* on the part of the administration 
to place upon the books a measure 
which will ,*>e satisfactory at least to 
a majority of those interested ttnd 
•which will not work a hardship and, 
at the same time be just. 


An admission to this in effect, WM 
made to the TRIBUNE correspondent 
today by one of the gentlemen who 
was placed upon the Special Joint 
Committee on Revenue and Taxation: 


"We have decided," he said, "n->t ta 
press the bill providing 'for- a Stat* 
liquor license. 
The fact Is we could 
not pass it, certainly in one of 'he 
houses. I do not know how it would 
have stood in the other. We found op.- 
positlon to it in all parts of t"ie State. 
It taxed 
manufacturers 
of liquor, 
brewers, vintners and people who, on 
a small seals, made wine for them- 
selves. Some of those, however, sold * 
certain quantity of the wine they maj«. 
Then, some of them would have to pay 
a license to the State, the county, ',he 
city and Federal Government. I think 
some of them had to pay as many as 
five licenses. We concluded, therefore, 
in view of all these things that the time 
was too short to adjust the conflicting 
and annoying 
questions. 
We have 


thought, therefore, that the best thing 
to do is to refer this matter to the 
holdover commission which will report 
a satisfactory bill at the next session."

Return of the Battle Flags 


A solitary protest has been registered against the bill passed by 


unanimous ^ote in both Houses of Congress authorizing the Secretary 
of War to return the battle flags of the Civil War now in possession of 
the Government. This protest comes from a Grand Army post in 
Delaware. 
Neither the bill nor the protest against it has excfted more 


than passing notice. 


The Spanish War has come and gone since the country was pro- 


foundly stirred by the order issued during Cleveland's first term, on the 
recommendation of Adjutant-General Drum, for the return of the flags. 
There was amity before the war with Spain, and complete fraternity 
followed it. That united tranquility had been re-established was 
demonstrated beyond question. It aroused generous enthusiasm in 
the North when the son of a Confederate officer fell—as the initial 
blood sacrifice in the first war with a foreign power since the Rebellion. 
The sight of Chieftains who had followed Lee and Johnson leading di- 
visions under the Stars and Stripes carried a lesson and conviction 
•which could nevermore be disputed. It was final proof that the South- 
erners were back again in the house of their fathers, and at home. 


With the reestablishment of fraternity there was another mani- 


festation. The South no longer hungered to get back her battle flags; 
the North no longer cared to retain them. Their presence among the 
memorials of the War Department neither offended the South nor gave 
satisfaction to the North. At last a common impulse suggested the 
removal of those mementoes of bloody fratricidal strife. 


But, it may be asked, wh} is there such universal acquiescence in a 


proposition now which provoked such strenuous objection eighteen 
years ago^1 Because the circumstances and the conditions of today- 
are different to \\hat they were then. The taint of disloyalty still at- 
tached to the Democratic party in the minds of millions at the North 
during Cleveland's first term; rebel brigadiers dominated in Con- 
gress, and there \\as widespread distrust that the South harbored the 
design of nullif\ ing by political action the verdict rendered at Ap- 
pomattox. The South's loyalty to the Union was doubted by many 
of the leading thinkers and statesmen of the nation. 


All these doubts, suspicions and apprehensions have passed away. 


Whether they were justified or not is a question, but that they were 
honestly entertained cannot be disputed. At all events they' are not 
justified now, are not entertained, and to this fact is due the return of 
the flags. 


The South still venerates her heroes of the Civil War; still cher- 


ishes in tender memory, both sad and fond, the flag her sons followed 
from Fort Sumpter to Appomattox, but she no longer regards it, in the 
spirit of Father Ryan's beautiful poem, ''The Conquered Banner." That 
pathetic lament is still recited at the South, but the Southern people 
long have ceased to cherish the Stars and Bars as the emblem of a 
c?use which should have survived. 
A war waged primarily to per- 


petuate human slavery cannot at this clay be regarded as holy even 
though consecrated with the blood of heroes, and the devotion of a 
brave and chivaJrous people. 


The battle flags-go back to their original owners because peace has 


at last fulfilled her mission, because the righteousness of the judgment 
of the sword has been vindicated. 


The Bakersfield Californian boastingly says Kern county is the 


greatest tomato-growing section in the world. Alameda county holds 
the banner for producing tomatoes. The Bakersfield paper backs up 
its boast b\ calling attention to a tomato vine in Kern county that has 
been in continuous bearing for three years. Such cases are not un- 
usual in this State, but tomatoes from a perennial vine have little or 
no marketable value. The fruit is acid, wa,tery and flavorless. Even 
the late fruit of annual vines is inferior and is not used for canning 
purposes. For market purposes tomatoes must be planted every year. 
The perennial vine is interesting as a curiosity, but is not profitable for 
crop raising.

It is a reason no sincere friends of the schools 
cr.n endorse. It is a repellant to ever} sentiment of fair play, and one 
that must appeal to thoughtful men as narrow and prescriptive. It is 
in the nature of an affront to womanhood.

"A canvass was accordingly inaugurated 
to secure 5200,000 tor the site, building 
and equipment. The binding point for the 
greater part ot the subscriptions 
was 
placed at $150,000 for construction,- ana 
Tor more then two years the canvass was 
pressed with great vigor. The date by 
which the amount was to be secured was 
June -15, 1904. 
At a joint meeting of the 
Board o£ Trustees and Board of Direct- 
ors held on the evening of that day, it 
was fount! that Including the ladles'• sub- 
scription of $30,000 and certain guarantees 
from the youn? business men, a total of 
?142,900 was secured. 
"Twelve 
members 
present 
p'.edged 
themselves to stand good for the remain- 
ing 
S7100 and a statement was made 
through the press to the effect that, In- 
cluding the ladles' fund and these guar- 
anties, -a. total of $150,000 had been se- 
cured. The statement as' then made Is ac- 
curate today. 
Including these guaran- 
teed amounts the total amount on the 
books is slightly In excess of $150,000. It 
Is impossible, however, for the Boards to 
proceed with tne work of construction for 
the two following reasons: 


"The first is that the -ladies understood 
that the amount to be raised by them 
was to be expended in furnishing 
the 
building and could not therefore be con- 
.sldered as a part of the construction 
fund. 
Owing to a discrepancy betwt«i 
the -wording of the pledge card actually 
used and the representation made to the 
ladles when they assumed this amount, 
the Boards were led to believe that this 
subscription could properly be counted. 
"The .second Is the fact that the public 
has failed to respond to the appeal of the 
Association and to contribute any consid- 
erable ' portion of the additional amount 
still required to complete the enterprise. 
It has been evident that it would be absq- 
Jutely necessary to secure a number of 
large subscriptions In order to make good 
the deficiency caused by the withdrawal 
of this $30,000 from the Construction fund 
and to .provide for the $60,000 yet called 
for by the plans and by the conditions of 
the pledges. After a quiet but most thor- 
ough canvass these subscriptions have 
not been forthcoming. 


1 "The conditions, of these various sub- 
scriptions • have- therefore ndt been- met, 
and after deducing the ladles' fund and 
certain other amounts about -which now 
there. "Is reasonable question, there ap- 
pears on the books for building and lot a 
total of $110.000.

"The hands of the Boards are thus 
completely tied In the use-of these funds 
by the conditions attached to the pledges. 
In view of the fa'cts stated above, com- 
paratively little effort has- been ' made to 
collect subscriptions: .Of the amount sub- 
scribed, hOweveri $22,946.33 .has been paid 
in. This has been applied on the pur- 
chas* price of .the lot, .leaving a balance 
unpaid of about $16,000. Not one dollar of 
the fund subscribed toward the 
new 
building has ben diverted far current ex- 
penses. 
"It Is thus clear that because of the 
lack 6f sufficient funds and also because 
of the conditions that surround the .sub- 
scriptions . now secured, the Boards are 
completely thwarted In their effort 
to 
make • suitable provision for the 'young 
men of our city. It is exceedingly desir- 
able, however, that the valuable building 
site be freed from all encumbrance and 
also that a renewed effort be made for 
the successful completion of the work 
hitherto undertaken, 


"An earnest appeal Is therefore made 
to each subscriber to assist both by the 
renewal of his subscription and by the 
immediate payment of such portion of It 
as shall* first enable the Association to 
remove' the indebtedness from-the 
lot. 
The building project has not been aban- 
doned. Our pride in Oakland as a city 
standing for all the forces that count for 
culture and usefulness :make it Impossi- 
ble to abandon' a movement that .the oth- 
er great cities of- the land pride them- 
selves in a- one of their chiel. civic insti- 
tutions. Tae needs of the young, men of: 
this-city demand of -us 'the pressing•:of 
this movement to- 'completion. Just as 
soon as the citizen?, of Oakland by ifiielr 
gifts make it possiuie the work of c"on- 
•truction will be commtnctd. To this 


end we-ask your hearty co-operation.

SACRAMENTO, March 4.—The most 


expeditious work of this session was that 
•which resulted in the presentation of a. 
bill liy Senator Ward providing for th-i 
taxation of the franchises of all corpo- 
rations in the State of California. 


The bill was admitted by the unani- 
mous vote of the Senate, which had to be 
irufked, because, without at least a two- 
thirds vote in the affirmative, the meas- 
ure could not have been introduced, as the 
time for the introduction of bills had al- 
ready expired. 
I 
This courtesv was shown because it was i 
known that Governor Pardee and several j 
other State officers were m favor of the 
measure, and because, also, it was in- 
tended to enable the State to tax na- 
tional banks, a ri^at of which it had 
been disproved by a 
decision 
of the 
Supreme Court of the United States. 
It will be remembered that on Monday 
last the court in question decided that the 
stock of national banks could 
not 
be 
assessed, as it had been for several years 
previously, by officers in this State. 
Immediately after the introduction of 
the bill there was a meeting of the special 
Committee on 
Revenue and 
Taxation, 
which was attended by a number of State 
officials and others who were supposed to 
have an interest in the matter. 
There was a disposition on the part of 
some of the members of the committee to 
rush the bill through with a favorable 
recommendation. 
This was opposed by Senator Balston, 
who declared that the bill m question was 
one of the most important which had 
come before the Legislature 
He rea-1 
from the bill, showing that it proposed 
to tax not only banks, but corporations of 
every kind now existing in th:s State. 
That was a matter which should not be 
determined without consulting people in- 
terested, as had been done all during the 


session in matters which were sometimes 
of only trivial importance. 
Senator Ralston's idea prevailed and it 
was finally decided to give bankers and 
other interested persons an opportunity 
to discuss the bill with the committee. 
This hearing was set for today, and, 
accordingly, a number of bankers and 
others from San Francisco 
and other 
places appeared before the committee, but 
at this writing no action has been taken 
on the subject. 
When the promoters of the bill assem- 
bled to draft the measure the main pur- 
pose was to tax banks, but it was dis- 
covered mat that could not be done un- 
less the law was made general in char- 
acter and, as fauch. it would have to Im- 
pose a tax upon every corporation in the 
State. 
In view of the fact that there are about 
30,000 corporations in this State, the im- 
portance of the undertaking at once be- 
came apparent. It WES said that many 
of the corporations would object to tho 
measure, because another bill, which also 
aimb to increase the revenue of th-c 
State, taxes them $10 a year. The pres- 
ent measure, however, goes still further 
and proposes to tax their franchises. The 
value of the franchise under the proposed 
bill is to be the difference between thu 
value of the visible property and -the 
stock of the concern. 
The revenue wh fch would be derived 
from this act would, it is estimated, be 
between one million and two million dol- 
lars. 
This bill will have to pass the Legis- 
lature and be signed by the Governor to- 
day, also, in order that it may go into 
effect immediately, and thus bring thy 
franchises in question under the law for 
assessors, as the work or these officials 
must begin Monday next, the first Mon- 
day in March. 
' 
There is considerable doubt expressed 
that the Legislature will consent to this 
hasty method of legislation.

"Having in mind the general beautify- 
ing of the town of Berkeley, we, the un- 
dersigned members of the committee' ap- 
pointed for the purpose of devising ways 
and means looking to that end, beg to 
submit the following suggestions, believ- 
ing that if any or all of them are car- 
ried out much benefit will be derived to 
the community at large: 


«»ARKS. 


"We deem it essential that Berkeley 
bo provided with one or more parks, the 
college enclosure being the-only place at 
present where one may enjoy an outing. 
"With our steadily increasing population, 
the desirability of securing suitable park 
sites is manifest. 
AVe consider the sub- 
ject most important to the citizens of 
Berkeley and one worthy of earnest con- 
sideration -not only by the -improvement 
clubs, but by the Town Trustees. 


BOULEVARDS; • • 


"There-is not at present a public high- 
way in Berkeley that' could -be properly 
termed a boulevard or driveway, every 
street of sufficient width or length there- 
for being in some way cut up by car lines 
or other .obstacles. 
Owing, to our close 
proximity to San Francisco we naturally 
attract to our midst a goodly share of the 
tourist travel, which in many instances 
means- the purchase of a home or other- 
property. 
Therefore in order tnat our 
natural environments^may be;seen to the 
best advantage we feel it little short of 
a necessity that we awake to an early 
realization of our needs and take the in- 
itiative in -the matter of < boulevards; 'in 
so doing we will only be following .the ex- 
ample of other growing 'towns 
in 
the 
State. In the opinion of this committee 
the most preferable route for such 
a 
boulevard would be one skirting the hills 
of Berkeley to Oakland, wtih a possible 
extension to Hay ward. 
The securing of 
such a r"outn need not necessarily be im- 
possible as the property owners could well 
afford to'-donate right of way for the pur- 
pose.

BERKELEY, March i.—Professor John 


Fryer held an enjoyable reception 
last 


evening at his home, 2620 Durant avenue, 
in honor of the six government Chinese 
students, v.'ho recently - came from Chi- 
na to enter the University of California. 
The rooms of the profeseor's .house were 
appropriately decorated In honor of the 
occasion and everything was arruig^d 
and manas'-d so as to make the occasion 
a memorable one in the minds of the Chi- 
nese. 
Nearly all the Chinese Etudents attend- 
ing the Unlv«rs|ty were present to meet 
their countrymen and a large number of 
white students, especially those taking 
up Chinese, also accepted the invitation 
of Professor Fryer. Several piano selec- 
tions were well rendered by Mr. Wong, 
who'ifi an accomplished musician. 
But the novel and most 
Interesting 
feature of ihe evening was the recording 
of the language of the six new students 
on the phonographic records. Professor 
Fryer had ihe six men talk and sing Into 
the phonograph. 
One sang a. Chinese 
college song, learned while attending a 
University in China. These records were 
then played and a great deal of amuse- 
ment caused- by hearing the voices of the 
six students come from the instrument. 
The evening was closed with the serv- 
ing of refreshments.
